In all 
the vicissitudes of our National life, in 
all the duties that may come to us as a 
people, in all the future, filled, as it will 
be, with profound and perplexing prob- 
lems, let us cling uncompromisingly to 
this holy creed. In these times when 
ancient faiths are disappearing and gov- 
ernments are crumbling, when institu- 
tions are yielding to the trend of the 
mad hosts of disorder, let us take our 
stand on the side of orderly liberty, on 
the side of constitutional government. Let 
us be true to ourselves; and whatever 
the obligations of the future, we can not 
then be false to others.”

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MASONRY 100 YEARS AGO 


HE following letter was received 

from Noble Charles B. Heald, who 
is a Boston Globe reporter residing at 
Milford, N. H. 


“Dear Noble Leggee: 


“In some research work, I recently had 
occasion to refer to a quaint old history 
of Lynn, Massachusetts, published in 
1829 and written by Alonzo Lewis of 
that city. Under the date of that year 
I found a curious story that may inter- 
est Masons of the North Shore and give 
light to the younger generations of the 
Craft, who sometimes I fear wear the 
mantle of Masonry with little thoughts 
of the labors and intolerance suffered by 
those who gave their best in early days 
to promote the Brotherhood. The item 
follows: 


“Great excitement was occasioned this 
year (1829) in Lynn, as it had been in 
other towns for some years previous by 
the disclosures respecting Freemasonry. 
On the first of April, Mr. Jacob Allen 
of Braintree, gave an exhibition of 
some of the alleged mysteries of that 
institution at Liberty Hall, and on the 
sixth (April 6) the inhabitants in town 
meeting voted, that they regarded Free- 
masonry as ‘A GREAT MORAL EVIL 
AND ITS EXISTENCE AS BEING 
DANGEROUS TO ALL FREE GOV- 
ERNMENTS’, and gave Mr. Allen the 
use of town hall to continue his exhibi- 
tions.” 


“After reading this, one does not won- 
der that in earlier days they hung men 
and women in a neighboring town as 
supposed witches.
